This characteristic is not, course, con- 
fined to German submarine commanders: it 
applies in all navies. The average pose 
officer may prove quite mediocre a 
submarine. For the rest, we could say 
exactly the same thing about the great com- 
merce raiders in the days of gail—mostly 
Frenchmen these. Here, too, only the Aces 
are remembered Jean Bart, Dugnay-Tronin 
Cassard. Forbin, Thurot, John Barry, Paul 
Jones, Surcong. Nothing is known of the 
voyages of the mediocre men except that 
much wasted effort must have been entailed, 
alike in crews, ships and guns. 


WOLF-PACK TACTICS 

The new German Wolf-Pack ' technique 
aims to prevent any such misdirection of 
effort on the occasion of intensified com- 
merce-warfare. It is, assuredly, the pro- 
duct of the old Aces, like Arnauld 
de la Periére, and is thus described: 
Using the Wolf-Pack tactics, all the Ger- 
man submarines. mancuvred into position, 
then converged simultaneously, pressing 
home the onslanght regardless of gunfire 
from armed merchantmen and warships. As 
to the claim to have sunk 192,000 tons, there 
is so far no report from the British side. 
It has already been pointed out in these notes 
that, for visibility reasons, German reports 
always over-estimate the tonnage concerned, 
while being normally accurate as to the 
number of ships sunk. Naturally, of course, 
the Germans do not say whether or not any 
of the attacking submarines were sunk or 
damaged, but intensive attack will certainly 
enerate intensive defence of the convoys. 
ot improbably a situation will develop— 
like that in the Anglo-Dutch wars of the 
seventeenth century. Then the Hollanders 
covered their convoys—which were gigantic— 
with fleets, laid their men-of-war alongside 
the English, ship to ship, and enabled the 
merchantmen to slip by, mostly intact. 

Another interesting news item was the pre- 
sence in Brest of “a cruiser of the Hipper 
class ” (10,000 tons, 8 8-in. guns, 53 knots). 
Almost certainly this was the ship which 
broke up the Azores convoy some time ago, 
having come in to refuel and overhaul. | 
the night of Monday, February 24, the British 
tried to get her.

The northward advance along the coast of 
Italian Somaliland—capturing successively 
Kismayo, Brava and Mogadishu—has been so 
rapid that it must have been largely sea- 
borne, although this has not been stated so 
far, At all events, the move is essentially 
naval in intention, because it tends to close 
one side of the Indian Ocean to surface 
raiders. Except for more or less open road- 
steads, there is now no Italian port available 
for these except Bender Cassim. This place, 
however, besides being an inferior harbour, 
lies inside the horn of Africa, and can be 
scouted regularly from Aden, only 350 miles 
distant. No raider could venture in there, 

It is Only reasonable that the British should 
aim to finish first the naval clean-up of 
Italian East Africa. While the troops em- 
ployed there cannot very usefully be employed 
elsewhere, the ships can. If the British 
resume control of Berbera and Zeila and 
manage to capture Assab and Massawa, it 
will set free a not inconsiderable number of 
naval craft for other tasks, e same is 
true, to just as considerable an extent, in the 
matter of aircraft. Once the clean-up is com- 
pleted it will be possible to reduce effectives 
and material in both these services to a 
policing standard. 


THE RUMANIAN NAVY 


From time to time. it has been pointed 
out in these notes that an attack on the 
Dodocanese would be a promising operation 
for an Anglo-Greek force. A commencement 
has now been made with Castellorizzo, the 
most easterly of the islands, and the nearest 
to the Turkish mamland—only three or four 
miles. The island is small, with a population 
of some 20,000—nearly all seafaring and nearly 
all Greek. The French Navy oecupied this 
island as a patrol base for the last three years 
of the former. war: they called it “ the 
lobster’s claw, from its extraordinary shape. 
Castellorizzo is about 60 miles east of Rhodes, 
170 miles north-west of Cyprus, and 300 miles 
north of Alexandria. It has a seaplane and 
boat harbour, and two light cruisers have 
anchored there—though they were a rather 
tight fit. In short, it is a very suitable out- 
post and information. centre, and an additional 
example of how the faulty stra of the 
attack on Greece has left the door ajar for 
1 to push open. 

Although the fact has nowhere been sug- 

ested, it must be presumed that the 
umanfan Navy is now available to give Ger- 
many a footing in the Black Sea. Apart from 
seven monitors and some small craft, there is 
a sea-going force of four fairly good, modern 
destroyers, three submarines, and some 
auxiliary craft, Germany, when the Danube 
opens, will be able to reinforce these by small 
craft of one kind or another. There would 
also be the possibility of Russia selling to 
Germany some of her ships in the Black Sea. 
This would enable Germany to acquire ships

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OBITUARY 


SIR M. W. FENTON, K.C.S.I. 


Sir Michael Willaim Fenton, K.C.8.1., who 
died in a London nursing home on Februar 
27th, at the age of 78, was.one of the roll 
of distinguished men who have helped to 
build up the prosperity of the Punjab since 
it became a separate province, more than 
eighty years ago. 
rn in Ballina Park, County Wicklow, on 
July 5th, 1862, he was the son of Mr. Samuel 
Fenton, of Hume Wood and Baltinglass. 
From the Royal School, Armagh, he entered 
Trinity College, Dublin, and took first place 
in the open competitive examination for the 
Indian Civil Service in 1881, and went out to 
the Punjab after two years probation. In 
1892 he was senior secretary to the Financial 
Commission, and four years later was Revenue 
Secretary to the Government. In 1910 Sir 
Louis Dane made him Chief Secretary. Early 
in 1912 he became Financia] Commissioner, 
In 1911 he had been made C. S. I., and three 
years later was promoted to K. C. S. I. 

When he retired, in the middle of 1916, the 
then Lieutenant-Governor, Sir Michael Dwyer, 
in a published Note, wrote of his two con- 


with which he maintined his convictions, and 
his scrupulous impartiality. He added: “ By 
his departure the Lieutenant-Governor has lost 
a trusted counsellor, the Service a great 
example, and the Punjab a wise and just 
administrator. 

Sir Michael married, in 1888, Laura

G. R. Elsmie, C. S. I. He leaves two sons 
and three daughters.

‘Of the many baffling features of the 
Balkan situation since the outbreak of 
the present wer, possibly the most baffling 
has been the attitude of Soviet Russia. 
The Russians always have.taken a lively 
interest in Balkan affairs. They have 
been concerned intimately with the 
custodianship of the Dardanelles, towards 
which, since the days of Peter the Great, 
Muscovite eyes have been turned with 
covetous longing; and every Russian 
Government for hundreds of years has 
made it clear to the rest of the world that 
Russia cannot disinterest herself from 
anything that. may happen in the Balkan 
peninsula. When, during the present 
war, the German Government forced 
Rumania to cede part of Transylvania to 
Hungary, and there was 4 general 
upheaval in King Carol's kingdom, the 
Russians took advantage of the popular 
confusion to march across the frontier and 
occupy Bessarabia and the Northern 
Bukovina. Not a drop of blood was shed. 
No explanations were given or excuses 
made. Parts of dismembered: Rumania 
were going begging, just as parts of 
Poland had been going begging twelve 
months earlier; and the Russians simply 
seized them. Even the Germans made no 
protest. They gave tacit recognition to 
Russia's territorial claims against 
Rumania, and there was nothing more to 
be said. Throughout all these Balkan 
changes, the relations between Soviet 
Russia and Bulgaria were recognised to 
be peculiarly intimate. Of all the 
Balkan peoples, the Bulgars have the 
closest: affinity with the Russians. Every 
Bulgarian peasant refers to Russia as 
“Uncle Ivan,” and during the last war, 
when King Ferdinand’s Government 
threw in its lot with the Central Powers, 
the people never showed any. enthusiasm 
for a struggle which brought them into 
conflict with the Russians. When, some 
months ago, the Bulgarian Government 
refused to join the Axis group, it was 
believed widely that its stand was 
supported by the Soviets; for it was 
known that both Bulgaria and Turkey 
had been maintaining close touch with 
Moscow. The Russian Government has 
kept a strict silence on all Balkan 
matters, confining its activities to 
occasional denials of statements made in 
other countries, but giving no hint of its 
own attitude towards Germany's thrust 


end of last week, it was announced that 
Bulgaria had decided to sign the 
tripartite pact—which originally was 
directed against the Soviets, and was 
known as the Anti- Komintern Pact 
some surprise was expressed that Russia 
should have allowed the matter, as it 
were, to go by default.

Equal Sacrifice 


The Government has announced that 
tea will be rationed, at the rate of two 
ounces for adults and one ounce a week 
for children, from an early date in next 
month. That is, in theory, the present 
rate of distribution; in fact, while many 
people have contrived to obtain more than 
their share, others have been compelled 
to put up with less. Restriction, without 
an efficient system of rationing, is un- 
satisactory, and can be merely a temporary 
expedient at the best. It leaves too much 
to the shop-owner’s discretion, with 
the result that during the past few weeks 
there have been numerous cases of abuse 
of the restrictions—as usual, most often 
at the expense of the poor. If essentials 
of life are to be restricted, a system of 
rationing ought to be applied to all, or 
most of them, in addition to petrol and 
tea ; and we see no reason why the Govern- 
ment should not afford the same treat- 
ment to butter and coal: the one set of 
official machinery ought to be able to 
handle all commodities. Scarcity may 
become more or less severe during the 
months to come, but, whatever happens, 
the Government has a clear duty to seo 
that one person is not provided at 
another's expense—that the burden of 
sacrifice shall be distributed impartially, 
as far as is possible, over the whole 
people. A period of hardship has begun. 
The supply of coal is limited to a quarter 
of a ton per household per month; and 
not only is it dear, but the quality is by 
no means what it used to be. No petrol 
at all is available for the private user. 
Only half the normal quantity of butter 
is permitted to any house, while there is 
reason to believe that such necessary 
luxuries ' as tobacco and chocolate will be 
comparatively scarce before very much 
longer. These shortages cannot be helped: 
they must be endured with the best grace 
possible. It is reasonable, ‘however, to 
expect that every effort will be made to 
lighten the hardship; and the first neces- 
sity is a rigid system of: rationing, 
together with strict control of prices, This 
was one of the points that Dr. Robert 
Collis made in a speech before the Rotary 
Club yesterday. At the same time he 
called for the establishment of a ‘‘ Dietetic 
Council to make certain that the pro- 
tective foods, which are essential to the 
maintenance of life, shall not be denied 
to the poor. These foods, said Dr. Collis, 
were often beyond the reach of the poor, 
even in time of peaca; in time of war 
they will be even more necessary, and, 
unless precautions are taken, more diffi- 
cult to obtain. They include butter, 
eggs, milk, meat, vegetables and fruit; 
and it is a melancholy fact that, for 
various reasons—of which the outbreak of 
foot-and-mouth disease is one—none of 
these commodities is as plentiful as it 
ought to be. Proper rationing would 
ensure, at least, that nobody would be 
permitted to buy more than his share, 
thus depriving his less well-to-do fellow- 
citizens. It would not provide the poor 
with money to buy their ration; but, 
coupled with control of prices, it would 
lessen the severity of emergency con- 
ditions, For ‘‘ emergency”’ purposes, this 
nation must act as a unit; all must be 
prepared to make an equal sacrifice, 
Only so can our country, hope to survive 
the shocks that assail it at present, and 
1 possible greater shocks that await 
t.

nary channels of information are closed, and 
no one is being allowed to cross the fron- 
tier. But it is at least clear that German

The seizure of Bulgaria cannot be an end 
in itself, and the next step, to which it 
is a prelude, may not be far off. The Nazi 
war lords appear to have three courses open 
to them, which may be operated simul- 
taneously or one after another. They may 
move — Yugoslavia, against Greece or 
against Turkey. 

The third and final objective of all these 
operations is beyond doubt Turkey, though 
resent indications suggest that Turkey will 
be left to the last. 

The precise moment at which Turkey can 
throw her considerable resources into the 
scale to the best advantage has, no doubt, 
been thoroughly examined in the long talks 
between the Turkish Government and the 
General Staff and the two distinguished 
British visitors. This is a question of 
strategy, on which only those with full know. 
ledge of all the conditions can pronounce. 
But whatever the questions which govern 
the decision, the cause of Turkey is one with 
the cause of Greece, and no blow struck at 
Greece by a German invader could leave 
Turkey unscathed, The cause of both 
countries is also the British cause. It is 
fortunate that before Hitler had time to 
strike a blow at the Balkans the armed 
forces of Britain and the Dominions had 
almost completed the task of sweeping North- 
East Africa clear of the Italian intruder, and 
had gained virtual control of the sea and air 
in the Eastern Mediterranean.

This gripping play is something more than 
a very good thriller, It has moments which 
entitle it to inclusion in the realm of tragic 
drama, and it las imaginative humour of a 
high order, which makes possible some fine 
pieces of characterisation, It is not often in 
a play, of its kind that the mentally defective 
can be shown as characters at once entertain- 
ing and infinitely pathetic. This is achieved 
by an unusual reach of skill on the part of 
its two authors while handling the dangerous 
material of melodrama, and in the magnifi- 
cent ＋ tr by Shelah Richards and Jean 
St. Clair of two sisters of fragile mentality. 
Emily and Louisa Creed are helplessty 
dependent on their sister, Ellen, and for their 
sake she murders another woman, so that 
they have for a time the comfort of a home 
and the return which, she feels, life owes 
to them. The motive for the murder is 
the burden on her of these two poor 
creatures, and it becomes the motive of 
the play to make us feel to the full their 
tragic appeal, which for most of its three 
acts has to be phrased in terms of comedy. 
The essential drama is beautifully built to its 
fine close, and Ellen does not lose our sym- 
pathy. She is one who has been overtaken by 
a situation which is death in life, and she 
bears it out even to the edge of doom. 


UNFORGETTABLE FIGURES 


All three women—Ellen, so grandly played 
by Meriel Moore, and her two queer sisters— 
become unforgettable figures, and we are 
lifted far beyond the usual surroundings and 
devices of melodrama, The surroundings and 
the devices are there, no doubt. The time is 
1885, and the scene is a lonely old farm- 
house in the Thames marshes. There is a 
large, disused oven prominent at the back 
of the stage, upon which eventually our at- 
tention becomes fixed. The house is 
inhabited by an elderly, yet still 
sprightly, spinster and her companion, 
who is Ellen Creed, when the two 
lunatic sisters arrive from London on a visit 
from which they do not want to return.

STRONG RESISTANCE 
BY ITALIANS

British forces, steadily ‘‘nibbling’’ their 
way towards Keren, the railway town 75 


miles from Asmara, the Eritrean capital, have 


found this mountain fortress“ one of the 
toughest nuts to crack in the whole campaign 
against Italy’s East African Empire. 
Following our successful series of encircling 
movements which led to the siege of Keren, 
the chief feature of our direct assault has 
been a etrange hide-and-seek artillery duel. 
Each day the crash of Italian and British 
gene echoes down the rocky valleys. Italy's 
est forces, including the Savoy Grenadiers, 
reinforced by extensive artillery, have been 
ensconced in an area which might have been 
planned by nature as the perfect stronghold. 
The town of Keren comprises the railway 
station, Government buildings, barracks and 
little residential houses, of white concrete, 


with red roofs. They all lie on top of a hill, 


which rises in the centre of a saucer-like 
depression among the surrounding rocks 
peaks. For weeks hrs these have been com- 
manded by the Italian artillery and anti- 
aireraft units, with the British artillery 
established on other peaks some miles away. 
The batteries were invisible to each other, 
and the Italians constantly changed the 
Positions of their guns during darkness, con- 
cealing them cleverly in rocky crevices and 
clumps of scrub. 

Nevertheless, the accuracy of our artillery 
has been remarkable. An example of this was 
riven me by a — officer, who related 
ow he was recently one of a party of High- 
land and Sudanese 
ambushed by the Italians. 

Fighting back, they drove the Italians up 
to the summit of a nearby ridge, but found 
that, although they were able to hold the 
Italians there, they themselves were unable to 
emerge from behind the rocks owing to the 
withering Italian machine-gun fire. British 
artillery moved up their guns. Finally our 
troops, 3 hind rocks in the burning 
sun, suddenly heard shells whistling over 
their heads towards the Italian position only 
200 vards distant. 

It was wonderful shooting,” the High- 
lander said.

MORE EVACUATION TO 
IRELAND

Mothers with children, homeless by bomb. 
ing, may now be evacuated to Eire and 
Northern Ireland, according to an announce- 
ment yesterday by the British Minister of 
Health (Mr. Ernest Brown) and the Secretary 
of State for Scotland, Mr. Tom Johnston. 

The schemes for assisting private evacuation 
to Eire and Northern Ireland, which have 
been in operation for two months, provide 
that mothers with children of school age or 
under living in evacuation areas, who have 
made their own arrangements with friends or 
relatives in Ireland, will be given a free travel 
voucher. 

The householder with whom they stay will 
receive a weekly lodging allowance of 5s. 
for each mother; 5s. for each school child of 
14 or over, and 3s, for each child under 14. 
This assistance will now be available to 
mothers and children who have lost their 
homes and wish to go to friends or relatives 
in Ireland. The schemes do not apply to 
those who have already gone. 

Resumption of the scheme for the cvacua- 
tion of children to the U.S. will be pressed 
for, when he returns there shortly, by the 
Rev. H. 8. Chandler, who came to Britain a 
month ago as representative of the General 
Council of the Congregational Churches of 
America. 

“What I have seen in bombed areas and 
in some of the evacuation areas as well, has 
convinced me of the necessity for sending 
many of the children right away,” he told a 
Press Association Reporter yesterday. 

“I am of opinion that America should 
guarantee safe transportation.’’

Major Comerford also described the various 
types of fire-fighting engines used, and spoke 
of the necessity for adequate water supplies. 
Apart altogether from the possibility that in 
any extensive aerial bombardment, par- 
ticularly where heavy calibre high explosives 
were used, the ordinary piped water supplies 
were likely to be interfered with; there was 
the even more difficult aspect that ordinary 
city mains did not provide sufficient flow to 

ive the large quantities of water required. 
he minimum required in peace time to deal 
with a-fire of any magnitude was approxi- 
mately 1,000 gallons per minute, In war time, 
if a series of ten such fires were started in a 
locality, 10,000 gallons per minute would be 
required, 
aptain J. J. Blake read a

When, he asked, would the Irish people 
realise the danger of English to this country?

All round them 
they heard of pleasure-seeking, a distaste for 
work, how little attention was to 
national things about which all 
proud, art, music, literature and the products 
and manufacture of their own people. Eng.

It 
was owing to the manner in which the in- 
tellect of the Gael was affected by a false 
philosophy which accompanied English that 
it was difficult for them to recognise the 
necessity for a Gaelic culture and social out- 
ook, 


NATIONAL TONGUE 


They had peace to-day in this country 
because ‘they had ‘declared themselves a 
nation. Though the whole of the land, was 
not included, the world knew that the fault 
was not theirs. It was not right for them 
to expect that their nationality would be 
3 recognised if they themselves did 
not see it that they were in reality a 
nation, and that their national tongue was 
revived, On every individual in this count 
rested a share of tho responsibility to do his 
part to assist that revival. Every public 
servant had a grave responsibility in 
carrying the policy of his master, if not 
written it was at least an implied condition 
of the contracts of public servants that they 
should work enthusiastically to put into effect 
the policy of the revival of Irish. 

They had power to bring back the language 
if they went the right way about it. They 
must have the good-will of the people, but 
they would not get that until they had 
educated the public and re-established a 
proper public spirit.

CREDIT FOR FARMERS 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sir,—In the Dail on the 19th inst. Mr. P. 
Cogan asked the Minister for Agriculture if 
he was prepared to provide for the growers 
of cereals credit facilities similar to those 
“cab fp by the Irish Sugar Company for 
eet-growers. i 

The Minister replied that the sugar beet 
was grown under contract for the Sugar Com- 
pany. The farmer enters into a contract with 
the company; therefore, the crop when sown 
becomes the property of the Sugar Com- 
any; therefore, the credit advanced by the 
ugar Company is secured by the crop. The 
Minister stated it was not practicable to 
rovide growers of cereal crops with credit 
acilities similar to those provided to beet- 
growers. 

I would like to make a suggestion. Why 
not the Government authorise Grain Im- 


porters, Ltd., to enter into contracts with 
cereal-growers and put a similar credit 
scheme in working? 1 understand that Grain 


Importers, Ltd., are a company set up by the 
Government to import and distribute grain. 
Now that our imports have practically 
ceased, why should not this company buy 
direct from the farmers? It may be said 
that, if the farmer got an advance on his 
crop of wheat, oats or barley from Grain 
Importers, Ltd., he might sell his grain else- 
where, as it was a marketable commodity, 
not confined like sugar beet, but that ditt.
